WASHINGTON (CPI) — Lyndon B. Johnson rode into history’s greatest pres­ 
idential victory today and declared his determination “to make this nation whole 
again” after one of the bitterest campaigns of modern times. 


He buried the hopes of Republican Sen. Barry >1. Goldwater of Arizona that 
Americans were ripe for a return to conservatism. He carried with him an over­ 
whelmingly Democratic Congress. He interpreted the results as a “ mandate for 
unity” and a “command . . . to move forward toward peace and a better life for 
all of our people.” 


For the 56-year-old former school teacher from 
Texas it was a triumph consonant with his dreams. A 
year ago he had inherited the office of President from 
a m artyred President. But now he had earned the White 
House in his own right.
